Statement Concerning Representative Fox of Boston.

A statement of Mr. Mariano of Quincy concerning Ms. Fox of
Boston was spread upon the records of the House, as follows:

Engrossed Bill — Land Taking.

The engrossed Bill authorizing the Department of Fish and Game to
acquire certain parcels of land in the town of Grafton from the Grafton
Water District (see House, No. 3775, amended), in respect to which the
Senate had concurred in adoption of the emergency preamble, was put
upon its final passage.

On the question on passing the bill to be enacted, the sense of the
House was taken by yeas and nays (this being a bill providing for the
taking of land or other easements used for conservation purposes, etc.,
as defined by Article XCVII of the Amendments to the Constitution);
and on the roll call 149 members voted in the affirmative and 0 in the
negative.

Therefore the bill was passed to be enacted; and it was signed by
the acting Speaker and sent to the Senate.

Motion to Discharge a Certain Matter
in the Orders of the Day.

The House Bill providing for the preservation and improvement of
land, parks and clean energy in the Commonwealth (House, No. 4138)
(its title having been changed by the committee on Bills in the Third
Reading), reported by said committee to be correctly drawn, was
discharged from its position in the Orders of the Day and read a third
time forthwith, under suspension of Rule 47, on motion of Ms. Gobi
of Spencer.

After remarks on the question on passing the bill to be engrossed
(the Speaker being in the Chair), Representatives Basile of Boston and
Vincent of Revere moved to amend it in section 2B, in item 2840-
7024, in line 686, by inserting after the word “Beach” the following:
“; provided further that not less than $20,000,000 from this item shall
be expended for the design and construction of capital projects and
equipment identified by the Metropolitan Beaches Commission in
Nahant, Lynn, Revere, Winthrop, East Boston, South Boston, Dorch-
ester, Quincy and Hull in consultation with the Department of Conser-
vation and Recreation”. After remarks the amendment was adopted.
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Mr. Donato of Medford being in the Chair,—

Mr. Pignatelli of Lenox then moved to amend the bill in section 2B,
in item 2000-7062, in line 506, by inserting after the word “Brook-
field” the following: “; provided that, $125,000 shall be expended for
the final phase restoration of Baker’s pond at Kennedy Park in the
town of Lenox”. The amendment was adopted.

Ms. Peake of Provincetown then moved to amend the bill in sec-
tion 2, in item 2800-7032, by adding the following: *“; provided further,
that $900,000 shall be expended for the design completion and con-
struction of the Route 6 stormwater mitigation system in the town of
Eastham”.

$100,000 shall be expended for repairs to park pathways and entrances
of Franklin Park in the City of Boston”. The amendment was adopted.

Mrs. Ferguson of Holden then moved to amend the bill in section 2,
in item 2800-7027, by adding the following: “; provided further, the
department of conservation and recreation, in conjunction with the
Central Massachusetts Regional Planning Commission, shall conduct a
study on the feasibility to repair and reuse an abandoned property,
located in Princeton, under the ownership of the department known as
the Superintendent’s House; provided further that the study shall eval-
uate the feasibility to repair and reuse said abandoned property to cre-
ate a historical, outdoor recreation, cultural, or natural learning center
and investigate potential public and private partnerships for funding a
repair project; provided further, that not more than $50,000 be
expended for the feasibility study for the Superintendent’s House”.
The amendment was adopted.

Mr. O’Day of West Boylston then moved to amend the bill in sec-
tion 2B, in item 2840-7024, by adding the following: “; and provided
further, that $5,000,000 shall be expended for improvements to
Goodale Park in the town of West Boylston”. The amendment was
adopted.

The same member then moved to amend the bill in said item 2840-

shall be expended to install lights at the baseball fields located at
Aaron Krock Memorial Field in the city of Worcester”. The amend-
ment was adopted.

The same member then moved to amend the bill in said item 2840-
7024 by adding the following: *“; and provided further, that $200,000
shall be expended for improvements to the Vietnam Veterans Memor-
ial in Green Hill Park in Worcester, including, but not limited to, elec-
trical repairs, masonry repairs, and new signage”.

The same member then moved to amend the bill in section 2B, in
item 2300-7026, by adding the following: “; provided further, that
$400,000 shall be expended to reconstruct the Sabbatia Lake boat ramp
and rebuild the boat ramp parking area in the city of Taunton”, and in
said item by striking out the figures “20,000,000” and inserting in place
thereof the figures “20,400,000”. The amendments were adopted.

Mr. Linsky of Natick and other members of the House then moved
to amend the bill in section 2, in item 2800-7031 by adding the follow-
ing: “; provided further, that $500,000 shall be expended for invasive
aquatic plant species eradication at Lake Cochituate State Park”. The
amendment was adopted.

Ms. Ferrante of Gloucester then moved to amend the bill in sec-
tion 2A by inserting after item 1100-2510 the following item:

“1100-2511  For a matching grant program for the repair, con-
struction and modernization of equipment and
capital improvements of marine industrial infra-
structure located in designated port areas or
maritime industrial zones; provided, that the
secretary of administration and finance shall
make available the funds under this item to the
Massachusetts Development Finance Agency to
administer such a grant program; and, provided
further, that each grant shall require a private
funding match in an amount not to exceed 25

The amendment was adopted.

Representatives Gobi of Spencer and Frost of Auburn then moved
to amend the bill in section 2, in item 2200-7021, in line 43, by insert-
ing after the word “Dighton” the following: *“; provided, further, that
$6,000,000 shall be expended as a grant for engineering, planning,
construction, and related infrastructure and equipment, to establish and
connect to an alternate public water supply source for the town of
Charlton, to replace the town’s unsafe and contaminated existing pub-
lic water supply source”. The amendment was adopted.

Mr. Livingstone of Boston then moved to amend the bill in sec-
tion 2B, in item 2000-7057, by adding the following: *; provided fur-
ther that $1,000,000 shall be expended for the renovation of Parkman
Plaza in the Boston Common in the City of Boston”. The amendment
was adopted.

Representatives Gobi of Spencer and Ashe of Longmeadow then
moved to amend the bill in section 2B, in item 2000-7061, in line 486,
by inserting after the word “item” the following: *; provided further,
that $300,000 shall be expended for 2011 tornado related tree replant-
ing in the town of Monson”. The amendment was adopted.

Ms. Gobi then moved to amend the bill in section 2B at the end of
item 2300-7020, by striking out the figures “20,000,000” and inserting
in place thereof the figures “30,000,000”. The amendment was adopted.
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Ms. Campbell of Methuen then moved to amend the bill in sec-
tion 2B, in item 2840-7024, by adding the following: “; provided fur-
ther that $300,000 shall be expended for synthetic turf at Nicholson
Stadium at Methuen High School in the City of Methuen”. The amend-
ment was adopted.

Mr. Brodeur of Melrose and other member of the House then
moved to amend the bill in said item 2840-7024 by adding the follow-
ing: “; and provided further, that $1,200,000 shall be expended for
environmental remediation improvements to Pine Banks Park in the
Cities of Melrose and Malden”. The amendment was adopted.

Mr. Straus of Mattapoisett then moved to amend the bill in sec-
tion 2, in item 2300-7028, by adding the following: “; and provided
further, that $500,000 shall be expended for the Buzzards Bay National
Estuary Program for stormwater remediation for areas subject to shell-
fish closures”.

The amendment was adopted.

Mr. Swan of Springfield then moved to amend the bill in sec-
tion 2A, in item 2000-7054, by adding the following: “; $300,000 shall
be expended to Prince Hall Grand Lodge in Boston for the modifica-
tion, removal, and repairs of a brownfield site in the former bottling
plant in the rear of 22 Washington Street in Dorchester”. The amend-
ment was adopted.

Mr. Walsh of Framingham then moved to amend the bill in sec-
tion 2B, by striking out item 2000-7059 and inserting in place thereof
the following item:

“2000-7059 For a program to be administered by the secretary
of energy and environmental affairs to provide
grants to cities, towns, regional planning agen-
cies and the Massachusetts Water Resources
Authority for the planning, design, technical
assistance, construction and improvement of
aqueduct recreational trails on the Cochituate,
Weston, Sudbury and Wachusett aqueducts of
the Massachusetts Water Resources Authority
(“MWRA?), and related road crossing locations
on municipally-owned land right-of ways, to
include, without limitation, trail crossing safety
improvements, access for people with disabili-
ties and directional signage; provided that not
more than $225,000 shall be granted to the Met-
ropolitan Area Planning Council for design and
technical assistance as related to Cochituate,
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Weston and Sudbury aqueduct trails; and pro-
vided further, that not more than $75,000 shall
be granted to the Central Massachusetts Regional
Planning Commission for design and technical
assistance related to Wachusett aqueduct trails;
provided further, that the secretary of energy
and environmental affairs shall award not more
than $1,700,000 in grants to cities and towns and
other public entities for the construction of aque-
duct trails and physical improvements on the
Weston, Wachusett, Sudbury, and Cochituate
aqueducts; Metropolitan Area Planning Council
or Central Massachusetts Regional Planning
Commission shall approve any grant to a city or
town for activities related to the aqueduct recre-
ational trails as described above, that is within
that planning agency’s respective jurisdiction,
subject to the additional approval of the MWRA... $2,000,000”.

The amendment was adopted.

After remarks on the question on passing the bill, as amended, to be
engrossed, Messrs. Jones of North Reading and Speliotis of Danvers
moved to amend it by adding the following three sections:

The consideration for the parcels transferred by sec-
tion 34 shall be nominal, as determined by the commissioner of capital
asset management and maintenance, but not to exceed the amount that
the division of capital asset management and maintenance paid to
acquire the parcel.

SECTION 36. Notwithstanding any general or special law to the
contrary, the town of Middleton shall be responsible for all costs and
expenses of the transaction authorized in this act as determined by the
commissioner of capital asset management and maintenance including,
but not limited to, the costs of any engineering, surveys, appraisals,
title examinations, recording fees and deed preparation related to the
conveyance of the parcel and all costs, liabilities and expenses of any
nature and kind for its ownership. The town of Middleton shall acquire
the property therein in its present condition.”.

In section 2C, in item 2890-7020, by adding the following: “; pro-
vided further , that $7,000,000 shall be expended for the design and
construction of 3 pedestrian underpasses adjacent to the Boston-side of
the Charles river at the River street, Western avenue and Anderson
bridges; provided further, that the pathway leading to these under-
passes shall not extend laterally toward the center of the Charles river
further than the new underpass finished tunnel bores; provided further,
that the pathway leading to these underpasses shall not extend over the
watersheet of the Charles river any further than the minimum distance
required to achieve the required slope and grade specifications for the
pathways to comply with the Americans with Disabilities Act; and pro-
vided further, that the pathway structures and tunnels shall not alter the
existing arches of said River street or Western avenue bridges or hin-
der or impede any navigable waterway through the existing arches of
said bridges;

In section 2D

In item 9300-7031, in lines 744, 745 and 746, by striking out the
words “and provided further, that amounts expended for department
employees may include the salary and salary-related expenses of these
employees to the extent that they work on or in support of these proj-
ects”; and

In item 9300-7918, by striking out the figures “10,000,000” and
inserting in place thereof the figures “25,000,0007;

In section 18, in line 962, by striking out the figures “258,625,000”
and inserting in place thereof the figures “283,625,000”;

In section 19, in line 974, by striking out the figures “420,000,000”
and inserting in place thereof the figures “516,300,000”;

In section 20, in line 986, by striking out the figures “381,000,000”
and inserting in place thereof the figures “426,000,000”;

In section 22, in line 1010, by striking out the figures “15,000,000”
and inserting in place thereof the figures “30,000,000”; and

By striking out section 31.

The amendments were adopted.

On the question on passing the bill, as amended, to be engrossed,
the sense of the House taken by yea and nays, at the request of Ms.
Gobi of Spencer; and on the roll call 138 members voted in the affir-
mative and 5 in the negative.

Therefore the bill (House, No. 4150, published as amended) was
passed to be engrossed. Sent to the Senate for concurrence.

Orders of the Day.

The Senate amendment to the House Bill relative to Quincy College
(House, No. 3814, amended), reported by the committee on Bills in the
Third Reading to be correctly drawn, was adopted, in concurrence.
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The Senate Bill providing for recall elections in the town of Lan-
caster (Senate, No. 2040, changed and amended), reported by the com-
mittee on Bills in the Third Reading to be correctly drawn, was read a
third time; and it was passed to be engrossed, in concurrence.

The House Bill authorizing the use of bow and arrows for Sunday
deer hunting (House, No. 4114), reported by the committee on Bills in
the Third Reading to be correctly drawn, was read a third time.

Pending the question on passing the bill to be engrossed, Mr. Mad-
den of Nantucket moved to amend it by adding the following section:

“SECTION 4. Any city or town may opt-out of provisions of this
act by sending a certified letter to the director of fisheries and wildlife
and the fisheries and wildlife board.”.

The amendment was rejected.

The bill then was passed to be engrossed. Mr. Frost of Auburn moved
that this vote be reconsidered and the motion to reconsider was consid-
ered forthwith; and it was negatived. The bill (House, No. 4114) then
was sent to the Senate for concurrence.
